CALIFORNIA MAY HAVE BREEDING BUREAU. 

TAA"<*nt.v members of the Golden Gate Thorough- 
bred Breeders’ AssfM*iation met at the St. Fran- 
cis Hotel last niglit and decided to purchase a 

numlK*r (»f tliorouglibreil st.illions to be distributed 
througlimit (’alifornia. With the surplus in the 
treasiir.v, derived from the race meeting at thi' 
exiMisition. horses Avill b4* bought and placed at 

the disiKisal of the breeders througliout the state. 

The idea is to stinnilate interest in raising 
horses. The breeding industry in California ha^ 
fallen off almost to nothing and the as.sociatioii 

realizes that it will have to take action or stand 
by and see th<* standard of the thoronghbreil horsf 
go by the boards. Horses of good pedigree will 
be lioiight, according to the plans outlined last night, 
and can be mated with thoroughbred matrons frcf 
of charge. 

President (’harles W. (’lark presided and out- 
lined his vicAvs for tli(* reviving of interest in rac- 
ing, Avhicli is the means of em*oiiraging the breed- 
ing of horses. He proposed among other things, 
that some action be taken to try and secure some 
faA'orable legislation Avhen the legislature meets 
in the spring, (’lark is in faA'or of a state Tae- 
ing «-ommission to control the sport Avith the pari- 
mutuel form of Avagering. 

Ways and means Avere discussed !>y the mem- 
bers for the elimiantiou of many of the evils that 
brought the sport into bad repute. It was argued 
that tlie placing of tlie siKU-t in control of a 
state raeing commission and the using of the ma- 
chines Avould do aAA-aj’ with the bookmakers. Hav- 
ing only thirty -day meetings in the spring and fall 
AA'ould also abolish the harmful practice of con- 
tinuous racing.

I would prefer mares 
that had not rac<*d nim li, and my **lioice wouhl 1 h' 
th«* iiiitr.iine*! sist**r of a great iierformer. M.ares 
wliich have be«*n raee*l for hmg perioils should have 
t h*ast two years of r**<*reation bef*ir«? ^*iiig bred. 
Every mart* slioiihl iKissess speetl of a high *)nl»*r. ” 

In r**ply to a further ipiery as to wlietlier she 
f.ivored the racing of two-jear-olds. Miss Daiiiger- 
fiehl said: 

“I am not in favor of racing any two-year-olds 
prior t*» .Inly 1, and then <»nly the smaller om*s tliat 
matun* qui*-kly. Many of our lM*st youngsters ar«' 
liroken d*»wn by trials before tlu-ir Imuics and mus- 
cles are set. We might as well expect factory and 
sweat shop *-liildr**n to grow into sound and healthy 
siM**imeiis of the human family. Yearlings and 
tw*>-year-olds sliouhl get their educational work in 
mlloping on grass, and we are now rolling an oval 
on om* i*f our pastures, over which we shall br**ak 
iiiir youiigst«*rs this year. We have tlie yearlings 
nicely under way m»w. They stand in^ line and 
spring awav at tlie word of *'ommand. The turf is 
springy, and we shall keep them off the unyielding 
dirt ns long as iiossible. 

•Our syst**m of racing is not well ballaneed, 
w**nt on the self-reliant young w»»maii. “Too 
much money is offered f*»r two-year-olds, not 
enougli for tliree ami four-year-olds. I'roix*rly 
traiiie*!. our horses should stay as well as ;iny 
ill tlie world. It will be a happy day for the turf 
when till* sprinting trainer is no more.” 

The quality of tlie pasturage at Kingston being 
eomni«*iit**d upon. Miss Daiiigerfi«*ld was moved to 
remark: “It’s m»t as gooil as usual lM*caiise of 

the long drought. We try to give our pastures a 
rest from the h<*rses by turiiiiig in the cattle, of 
whb li we have ipiite a numlier.
